WASHINGTON, May 5.—A show- 
down on the question of whether 
the Radio Corporation of America 
and its subsidfarics are to be re- 
fused licenses by the Federal Radio 


Commission after having been 
found guilty of unfair trade prac- 
tices, seemed imminent today, when 
the Radiomarine Corporation, the 
R. C. A. subsidiary which operates 
more than 1200 ship stations, ap- 
plied tou the commission for re- 
newal of a ship station license. 

The application created some- 
thing of a dilemma. Since the re- 
fusal of the Supreme Court last 
week to review the verdict in the 
celebrated ‘“‘tube clause case,’’ in 
which the Radio Corporation was 
found guilty of violating the anti- 
trust laws, the commission has re- 
quested its legal department to 
study the situation and make a re- 
port. The report is not ready, but 
the Radiomarine Corporation in- 
sisted on immediate renewal of the 
ship license on the ground that 
otherwise it would be unable | to 
communicate with the ship after 
today. 

Temporary Renewal Granted. 

At an executive conference this 
morning, the commission decided 
to meet the situation by granting a 
temporary renewal, expiring June, 
°6 “or on further order of the com- 
mision.” It was disclosed that the 
station involved is that on the 
steamship Penguin. At the same 
conference, however, the commis- 
sion decided to take no action, 
pending receipt of the report from 
the legal department, on applica- 
tions for license renewals from 
rt. C. A, subsidiaries. One of these 
was from'R. C: A.-Victor experi- 
mental station, W3xad) at Camden, 
N. J., and the other was for an 
airplane station by the Radioma- 
rine Corporation. 

The Feteral radio act, as has 
been told, expressly directs the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission to refuse 
hbr®adcasting or comuunication li- 
censes to any station owned by a 
person or corporation or its sub- 
sidiaries that has been ‘‘finally ad- 
judged guilty’ of attempting to mo- 
nopolize radio communication or of 
using unfair trade practices. The 
Radio Corporation and its subsidi- 
aries, which include the National 
broadcasing Co., R. C. A. Commu- 
nications and the Radiomarine Cor- 
poration, hold 1408 iicenses. 

Dill Cites Charge in Argument. 

Senator Dill «Dem.), Washing- 
ton, author of the section of the 
law governing refusal of licenses, 
said today that there was no doubt 
in his mind about whether the sec- 
tion applied in the present situa- 
tion.

“Now the Supreme Court has re- 
fused to disturb the judgment of 
ie lower court, and the Radio 
‘Oo: poration changes its arzument. 
| understand it is contending now 
that the section was in.endél to 
apply only when a corporation had 
been found gulliy in a criminal 
ease, but not in a civil suit. Jt is 
hardly necessary to point out that 
the statute does rot contain the 
word ‘criminal,’ and I have no hes- 
1iation in saying that when 1 wrote 
the section the idea of limiting it 
to criminal actions never entered 
my mind. 

If Commission Refuses. 

“Since the Supreme Court made 
its decision in the care, I have seen 
some suggestion in thse newspapers 
to the effect that the next Congress 
might be asked to repeal the sec- 
tion which provides for refusal of 
licenses to corporations that vio- 
late the law.

Those of us who 
lived through the crisis of 1873 re- 
member how both Europe and 
America were affected by condi- 
tions which followed the too rapid 
expansion and industrial develop- 
ment after the Civil War in this 
country and the Franco-Prussian 
War i Europe. I have lived 
through several crises since that 
time and the conclusion I have 
come to is that they have been 
caused, either directly or remotely, 
by serious dislocations which were 
due, as a rule, to wars and their 
aftermaths. 


The Waste in Wars. 
“Wars invariably cause waste. 
and rise in prices. followed by 
period of disorderly industrial ac- 
tivity and too rapid and ill-balanced 
expansion in all directions, resulting 
eventually in the production of 
goods and services out of line with 
the world’s contemporary capacity 
to absorb. Eventually a readjust- 
ment must take place. Prices must 
be revised, and costs.of production 
and output must be brought down 
; to a point where the demand will 
| again be stimulated and goods will 
move into consumption. In short. 
| a balanced condition must be re- 
| stored; and this may be done with- 
Out a general reduction in wages, 
provided the period of readjustment 
is not too long-drawn-out and on 
condition also that we reduce costs 
by yet greater efficiency in labor. 
in management and in distribution. 

“In this country there has been 
& concerted and determined effort 
on the part of both Government and 
business not only to prevent any 
reduction in wages, but to keep the 
maximum number of men  em- 
ployed and thereby to increase 
consumption. Every man that can 
be kept at work or put back into 
employment adds to the nation’s 
buying power and so stimulates fur- 
ther production. Progress can be 
achieved only by a great onward 
movement made up of a vast num- 
ber of individual efforts and not 
by any single action that govern- 
ments or groups of men can take. 

“I do not believe in any quick 
or spectacular remedies for the ills 
from which the werld is suffering, 
nor do I share the belief that there 
is anything fundamentally wrong 
With the social system under which 
we have achieved in this and oth- 
er industralized countries a degree 
of economic well-being wunprece- 
dented in the history of the world. 
Capitalism or whatever name may 
be applied to the system which has 
been evolved in adapting individual 
initiative to the machine age has 
defects, of course, and may be, as 
has been suggested, still in its in- 
fancy. But there is no disputing 
the fact that it has produced an 
abundance of food and clothing 
and all the necessities of life, so 
that our problem is not one in- 
volving basic inubility to produce 


our 
sense of perspective, for we know 
that the present crisis is not un- 
precedented but that, on the con- 
trary, the world is going through 
stages 
which come from time to time and 
far-reaching

“Here in America our problems 
seem to us more acute perhaps 
than they really are because they 
exist as the result of a vast. and 
at the same time fairly recent, iIn- 
dustrial development which has 
made necessary a change in meth- 
ods and outlook to which we have 
not yet had time to become accus- 
tomed. We shall succeed in time 
in working out our economic salva- 
tion in accordance with the special 
needs of our own people and the 
social and industrial system which 
has been built up. But it will be 
done in the future, as in the past, 
by individual initiative and not by 
surrendering the management of 
business and industry to the Gov- 
ernment or to any board or group 
of men temporarily invested with 
overhead authority. Conditions to- 
Gay are neither so critical nor so 
unprecedented as to justify a lack 
of faith in our capacity to deal 
with them in our accustomed way. 
“Since the war America has en- 
joyed a decade of industrial and 
economic progress unequalled in 
the nation’s hisiory. Our present 
experience indicates that the ma4- 
chine can not be made to function 
at full specd all the’ time. So 
closely knit is the modern indus- 
trial world that, when a lack of 
balance develops, there is a gen- 
eral slowing up until a readjust- 
ment has beén effected and the bal- 
ance restored. Some day perhaps 
we shall have mestered our eco- 
nomic machine so as to have it uli- 
der better control, but until that 
day comes it is well to remember 
that these temporary setbacks do 
not obliterate the: progress made 
during the forward movements and 
that. when the upward trend is re- 
sumed again. we shall start, not 
from the old level, but from the 
new. 
Basic Factors Still Here. 


“It would be difficult to believe 
that the progress made in this 
country in the last 10 years will 
not be consolidated and _ carried 
forward. All the basic factors that 
made it possible are still here. 
Many of these same factors exist 
also in Europe; and, while the 
world has passed through a diffi- 
cult period in the last 18 months, 
we must not forget that the diffi- 
culties encountered were less for- 
midable than those confronted and 
surmounted in the early post-war 
period. Then the problems left by 
the war had nct been settled: bank- 
ing and currency systems were in a 
chaotic state: debts and repara- 
tions were a source of great uncer- 
tainty, paralyzing action in every 
direction. 


“Since that time Europe has 
shown recuperative powers that are 
amazing. There has been a steady 
march of reconstruction, of sound 
currency systems established, with 
close co-operation between central 
banks and with the Federal Re- 
serve system in this cOuntry. Under 
the Young plan and the co-ordi- 
nating influence of the Bank of In- 
ternational Settlements, confidence 
has been established in the willing- 
ness and the ability of Europe to 
honor its obligations, whether these 
be debts arising out of the war or 
out of commercial undertakings 
started in the post-war period. 

What Is to Be Done. 

“There is much that still remains 
to be done. The trade of the world 
must settle into new channels and 
will increase in volume, notwith- 
standing tariffs and other barriers, 
We have all come to a realization 
of the fact that, if world trade is 
to be built up, there must be give 
and take among nations. But it 
must be remembered that the all- 
important factor is purchasing 
power; and purchasing powers, in 
so far as America is concerned, is 


—— 


dependent to a great extent upon 


the goods needed to satisfy human 
wants. That, in itself, is a-fact of 
the greatest importance, for there 
was a time when crop failures, 
floods and drouths brought on a 
serious shortage and even famines 
in Europe und America, just as 
they do now almost periodically in 
China, India and other areas in. 
which production and distribution 
are not so well organized. Among 
western nations we know that we 
can cope with such calamities, for 
industry and human ingenuity have 
combined to provide ever more lib- 
erally the goods and services which 
we need. 

Improvement by Degrees. 
“We still havé much to learn in 
the maintenance of production on 
an even keel and the achievement 
of a process of orderly and broad 
distribution of products and serv- 
ices. These defects in the present 
system we shall overcome by de- 
grees, as we find some way to 
achieve greater equilibrium be- 
tween production and consumption 
and a better distribution of labor, 


the standard of living which ob- 
tains In this country. 

“That standard of living must be 
maintained at all costs: and. cer- 
tainly the present is no time to un- 
dertake drastic and doubtful exper- 
iments which may even conceivably 
result in breaking down the stand- 
ard of living to which we have be- 
come accustomed. What we must 
strive for is to improve the stand- 
ard both here and in other coun- 
tries as conditions warrant. In fact, 
the ultimate solution of the world’s 
difficulties would seem to lie in the 
possibility of building up a higher 
Standard, especially in the great 
and as yet unknown consumer 
areas, and in creating there and 
throughout the world a steadily in- 
creasing demand for the goods and 
services which Europe and Ameri- 
ca are prepared to supply. 

Too Close to Events. . 
“No ene should be discouraged 
about the ultimate outcome. We 
are, as I said at the beginning. 
passing through a transition period, 
and such periods are always diffi-

to discern the outline of develop- 
ments which will characterize the 
new idea. But anyone who has wit- 
nessed the new inventions, the birth 
of new industries, the acceleration 
of production and' consumption, and 
the structural changes which have 
so vastly increased the wealth of 
the world and altered our entire 
mode of living within the memory 
of those present, cannot be discour- 
aged about either the immediate or 
the distant future. The opportuni- 
ties which have so multiplied in the 
last generation are only the fore- 
runners 
greater ones, which will come as 
the result of forces now at work 
and constantly being discovered, so 
that it is impossible to predict what 
may be the opportunities that lie 
immediately ahead.

ASSIGNMENT OF 
WAGES SET ASIDE | 
BY COURT RULING 


Appellate Bench Holds Sal- 
ary Is Not Earned Until 
Date on Which It Is Due 


and Payable. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals 
construed the wage assignment 


statute today to mean. that a 
salary or wage is not “earned” un- 
til such time as the regular payroll 
account of ah employer is due and 
payable. 

Accordingly the Court reversed 
a decision by the Circuit Court 
awarding to the Service Purchas- 
ing Co. a judgment for $22 against 
Edward Brennan, 924 La Salle 
street, a yard clerk of the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Co. 

The decision holds a written as- 
signment of salary made by Bren- 
nan to the purchasing company 
April 25, 1927, to be null and void 
because its terms do’ not comply 
with the legislative intent. 

Borrowed $22 on $22. 

It appears that at the time the 
salary was assigned Brennan had 
worked five days and had $22 com- 
ing to him, on which he obtained 
$20 from the loan company. When 
the next pay day arrived he col- 
lected $45, but paid no part of it 
on the assignment. The service 
company sued, alleging conversion, 
and contended that Brennan had 
acquired title to at least that part 
which was earned when the con- 
tract was made. 

In reversing the lower court the 
Appellate decision, written by Coit- 
missioner Walter E. Bennick, states 
that the Legislature, enacting the 
assignment statute, must undoubt- 
edly have understood that, in cases 
of employment such as that of the 
defendant, wages would be due and 
payable semi-monthly unless a 
special contract existed providing 
for payment at more frequent fn- 
tervals. In other words, the Court 
states, only two separate wage uc- 
eounts would accrue each month; 
otherwise an employe might assig): 
his salary at the end of each hour 
or day’s work, which would be im- 
practical. 

Business Bureau Interested. 
In the absence of a special ar- 
rangement “it logically follows,” 
the Court holds, “that an ernplove 
tas not earned his wages, cven 
though the sum to be paid has a 
potential value, until such time 15s 
he is entitled toereceive them.” The

Chief Owner of Bankrupt 
Firm in New York Ac- 
cused of Misrepresenting 
Its Condition.

NEW YORK, May 5.—James M. 


Hoyt, owner of 78 per cent of the 
stock of Prince & Whitely, bank- 
rupt brokerage firm, yesterday was 
indicted by a Federal grand jury 
for use of the mails. to defraud 
the New York Stock Exchange and 
others. Hoyt was arraigned today. 
Bail was fixed at $7500 after Hoyt 
pleaded not guilty. 

The. indictment, containing 14 
counts, with a maximum penalty 
under each of five years and $10,- 
000 fine, was handed up to Fed- 
eral Judge Coleman. It charged 
that Between Jan. 31 and Oct. 29, 
1930, Hoyt misled the New York 
Stock Exchange, Sadie Ellis Mohl, 
J. Frank Simonson, Wharton 
Green, David W. Bennett and oth- 
ers with regard to the financial 
condition of Prince & Whitely, with 
a view to obtaining from them 
money and property, and to induce 
them to employ the firm as brok- 
ers. 

The bill also alleged that t?.2 
plan was designed to make it ap- 
pear in the books and records of 
the company that J. M. Hoyt & 
Co., a corporation altogether owned 
by Hoyt, had executed on June 330 
written guarantees on accounts of 
numerous customers of Prince & 
Whitely. 

Prince & Whitely were also 
members of the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change and the New York Curb 
Exchange. 

It was charged also that’ Aug. 
15, 1930, J. M. Hoyt & Co. hor- 
rowed $1,500,000 from the Prince 
& Whitely Trading Corporation on 
the note of J. M. Hoyt & Co., en- 
dorsed by all partners of Prince & 
Whitely, and deposited the prg- 
ceeds of the loan in the account 
of J. M. Hoyt & Co. with Prince & 
Whitely. The bill proceeds that 
15 days later the Prince & Whitely 
Trading Corporation sold the $1,- 
500,000 note to the H. & J. Securi- 
ties Corporation, all of the stock 
of which was owned by partnérs 
of Prince & Whitely and that, in 
the next month the H. & J. Se- 
curities Corporation sold the note 
back to Prince & Whitely. 

It alleged further that account- 
ants acting under Hoyt’s orders, 
made it appear that certain ac- 
counts were fully secured, when 
the aggregate value of collateral on 
June 30, 1930, was less than the 
aggregate debit balances of the ac- 
counts. 

Another count was that securities 
were borrowed from Eugene lL. 
Garey, Mary M. Hoyt, said to be 
the defendant's wife, Hoyt’s moth- 
er-in-law, and W. C. Foster Co., 
a Delaware corporation with offices 
in Chicago, and others. 

Still another allegation was that 
the borrowed securities were “‘false- 
ly and fraudulently included among 
those deposited as collateral in the 
accounts of J. M. Hoyt & Co., Carl 
Antonsen, Chicago member of the 
firm of Prince & Whitely and va- 
rious customers.” Thereafter, the 
indictment states, the securities 
were taken from accounts in which 
they had been included and were 
returned to the owners named with 
the result that the accounts of J. 
PM. Hoyt & Co., and various cus- 
tomers of Prince & Whitely, and 
of Carl Antonsen, were made to 
appear as fully secured, although 
such was not the case. 

Schedules in bankruptcy filed for 
the firm list liabilities totaling $60,- 
000,000 and assets at a value of 
$75,000,000. At the Federal Build- 
ing it was said net liabilities would 
total avout $17,000,000 and liquid 
assets about $6,000,000. Included 
in the $60,000,000 are accounts due 
banks which are fully secured “by 
collateral. 

There is pending before a.Fed- 
eral Court a composition offer to 
pay 25 per centin cash to all cred- 
itors and to issue three-year cer- 
tificates for the remainder of the 
indebtedness.

Further, Dr. Bernstein alleged 


that Polacco demanded that Bern- 
stein take a secret oath that he 
would compel the singer to refrain 
from eating pie and to stop smok- 
ing cigarettes. 
The physician said he acceded to 
the provisions of the oath relating 
to the pie and cigarettes in order 
to safeguard Miss Mason’s voice, 
but balked at the heart -balm. 

Ear Rfngs From Polacco. 
On the day the oath was d«- 
manded, Bernstein and the singer 
were married, the physician’s an- 
swer said, Miss Mason receiving a 
wedding gift of ear rings from 
Polacco. 
The singer secretly obtained a 
divorce from Bernstein here April 
15. The records came to light only 
yesterday. She charged cruelty. 
Miss Mason now is in Italy to 
visit her 5-year-old daughter. The 
child has been in custody of her 
father. Friends here and in Italy 
predicted that Polacco and the 
singer would be remarried.

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132,000,000 VOLTS 
SWALLOWED BY NEW 
LIGHTNING ARRESTER 


Tube Based on Newly Discov- 
ered Principle That Elec- 
tricity Will Spin. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., May 4:—An 
artificial lightning, bolt of 132,000,- 
000 volt-amperes was “swallowed” 
today by a new type of lightning 
arrestor at the Westinghouse plant. 
The bolt, equivalent to 100,000 
horsepower, was extinguished in a 
hollow tube barely two inches 
thick, about as long as an unbrel- 
la and made of a composition 
which a good-sized cannon cracker 
could have broken. Yet the tube 
was undamaged and ready for the 
next stroke. “i 

The lightning entered a short 
wire in the top. of the *tube, then 
corkscrewed through the air in the 
narrow, empty intérior, and was 
caught at the bottom by another 
wire which passed the flash out 
with a cannon-like bang. 

Though noisy, the bolt had been 
robbed of mest of its destructive 
power. This was extracted during 
the corkscrew whirl in the air. The 
fact that electric current can be 
caused to spin*with this result was 
discovered about two years ago. It 
is ca‘led deicnizing, and the new 
arrester is one of the first applica- 
tions of the principle. 

The rod is intended for use on 
power lines. It works so fast that 
the eye may miss the flicker caused 
by the lightning striking the wires. 
The artificial bolt used today was 
extinguished in one five-hundredth 
of a second.

State, May 5.—Police received 
confirmation today of the death of 
Lieutenant-Commander Glen Kid- 
ston, British flyer, and T. A. Glad- 
stone in an airplane crash in a 
storm near Mauba. : 

The storekeeper at Mauba, about 
16 miles from Van Reenan, rode 
in to report the accident to the 
Magistrate. He said he had seen 
the plane fall and when he reached 
the wreckage he found the two 
occupants dead. On one of the

One of 
them was for the Croydon-le«- 
Bourget flight which he covered in 
one hour ‘and 13 minutes. The 
American, Capt. Frank Hawks, 
made the trip in one minute over 
that time yesterday.

PULITZER PRIZE AWARDED 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION FOR 
FIGHT ON MUNICIPAL GRAFT 


Other Winners Include “Years of Grace” 
(novel) “Alison’s House” (play) “Coming 
of the War, 1914” (history). 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 5.—The 
Pulitzer prizes in journalism and 
letters were awarded yesterday for 
achievements which ranged from 
a novel of war-time America to 
the solution of a murder by a 
newspaper reporter. 

“Years of Grace, by Margaret 
Ayer Barnes, was chosen by the 
jury of awards as, the novel pub- 
lished in 1930 which ‘‘best presents 
the whole atmospher:2 of American 
life.” The prize-winning play was 
“Alison’s House,” written by Susan 
Glaspell and produced by Eva Le 
Gallienne at. the Civic Repertory 
Theater. Its characters disguised 
by fictitious names, the play deals 
with the belated recognition of the 
poetry of Emily Dickinson. 

Other prizes in the field of let- 
ters were awarded to the follow- 
ing: In history, to “The Coming of 
the War, 1914,” by Bernadotte E. 
Schmitt; in biography, to “Charles 
W. Eliot,” by Henry James, and 
in verse, to “Collected Poems of 
Robert Frost.” The jury’s decision 
marked the second time Frost had 
won a Pulitzer prize. His “New 
Hemisphere” was chosen in 1924. 

Prizes of $1000 accompany all 
awards in the group except for 
biography, in which the award is 
$2000. 

Atlanta Constitution’s Service. 

The Atlanta Constitution was 
chosen as the newspaper which 
rendered “the most distinterested 
and meritorious public service” in 
1930. The award was based on the 
fact that the Constitution conduct- 
ed a successful exposure of mu- 
nicipal graft, with consequent con- 
victions. 

A. B. MacDonald of the staff 
of the Kansas City Star won the 
$1000 prize for the best example 


of a reporter’s work which  ac- 
complished “some public good 
commanding public attention and 
respect.” 


MacDonald was sent to Amaril- 
lo, Tex., at the suggestion of Gene 
Howe, editor of the Amarillo News 
and Globe, to investigate the mur- 
der of Mrs. A. D. Payne. She had 
been killed by the explosion of 
dynamite hidden in her automo- 
bile, and police had given up the 
case as a mystery too deep to be 
solved. MacDonald's work brought 
about the confession of her hus- 
band, who subsequently committed 
suicide. 

The remaining prizes in jour- 
nalism were awarded to H. R. 
Knickerbocker of the foreign staff 
of the New York Evening Post and 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger for 
a series of articles on the opera- 
tion of the five-year plan in Rus- 
sia; to Charles S. Ryckman of the 
Fremont (Nebraska) Tribune for 
his editorial, “The Gentleman from 
Nebraska,” published Nov. Se 
1939, and to Edmund Duffy of the 
Baltimore Sun, for his cartoon, 
“An Old Struggle St.ll Going On,” 
published Feb. 27, 1930. It pic- 
tures a Russian endeavoring to 
tear a cross from its moorings on 
a church steeple. 

The Winning Editorial. 

“The State of Nebraska has 

elected Norris to the United States 
Senate this year, as it has many 
times in the past, mainly because 
he is not wanted there,’ said the 
prize-winning editorial. “If his re- 
turn to Washington causes discom- 
fiture in official circles, the people 
of Nebraska will regard their votes 
as not having been cast in vain. 
“But Senator Norris has found 
another way to serve Nebraska. By 
making himself objectionable to 
Federal administrations without re- 
gard to political complexion and to 
Eastern interests of t¢very kind, he 
has afforded Nebraskans a chance 
te vent their wrath. He is, per- 
haps unwittingly, an instrument of 
revenge. 
“As far as the people of Ne- 
braska are concerned, George Nor- 
ris is as deep as the Atlantic Ocean 
in Washington and as shallow as 
the Platte River in his own State. 
“George Norris is the burr Ne- 
braska delights in putting under 
the Eastern saddle. He is’ the 
reprisal for all the jokes of vau- 
devillists, the caricatures of cartoon- 
ists and the jibes of humorists that 
have come out of the East in the 
last quarter of a century.” 

Four Scholarship Awards. 
Traveling scholarships in jour- 
nalism were awarded to Frederick 
Daniel Sink of Zanesville, O., and 
David A. Davidson and Winston 
Phelps of New York City. Elliot 
Griffis of New York won the schol- 
arship for music students and 
Samuel Klein of New York the 
scholarship for art students. All 
scholarships have a value of $1800. 
Miss Glaspell, the author of the 
-prize-winning play, has written 13 
others. The most important of 
them was “inheritors,” produced 
by Miss Le Gallienne in 1927. Miss 
Glaspel] was born in 1882 at Dav- 
enport, Ia., and educated at Drake 
University, the University of Iowa 
and University of Chicago. For a 
time she was a newspaper political 
writer, then began turning out fic- 
tion and moved to the literary col- 
ony at Provincetown, Mass., where 
she still lives. With her husband, 
‘Nhe late George Cram Cook, she es- 
tablished the Provincetown Players

“Years of Grace,” is the wife of 
Cedric Barnes, a Chicago lawyer, 
a graduate of Bryn Mawr and the 
mother of three children. She be- 
gan writing in 1926 while recover- 
ing from injuries received in an 
automobile accident. Her novel 
tells the experiences of a Chicago 
girl against the background of the 
United States in war days. She 
dramatized Edith Wharton’s “The 
Age of Innocence” some years ago, 
wrote another play, ‘“‘Dishonored 
Lady,” for Katherine Cornell, and 
collaborated with Edward Shelton 
in “Jenny.” 


Frost’s Versatile Career. 


Robert Frost, born in San Fran- 
cisco in 1875, lives in South 
Shaftesbury, Vt., on a farm. He 
attended DLurtmouth and Harvard, 
and at various times has been 
vagabond, teacher, shoemaker and 
editor. His earlier books of poems 
include “A Boy’s Will,” “North of 
Boston,” “Mountain Interval” and | 
“West-Running Brook.” 

Charles W. Eliot, the subject of 
the winning biography by Henry 
James, was president of Harvard 
for 40 years and its. president 
emeritus at his death in 1926. 
James is a son of William James, 
American philosopher, and a neph- 
ew of Henry James the novelist. 
He is a trustee for the Carnegie 
Foundation, the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute for Medical Research and an 
overseer of Harvard.

The Ralph law had many good points, .nd 
I believe it was sponsored for the benefit of 
St. Louis County, but its provisions defeated 
its aims, and made it practically impossible 
for any except very large districts to build 
sewers economically. The new law. when if 
comes, must be simplified so that its ob- 
servance will not be costly. its operation 
more direct and, especially, its preliminary 
period briefer. The new law should be less 
a legalistic parade. If these results are not 
attained in it, sewers will be as costly as 
they would have been under the law re- 
pealed, and property endangered as before. 
It should be realized that, in the last an- 
alysis, the fact remains that county property 
is not yet valuable enough to stand such 
huge costs. This being so, some time must 
elapse before the Proper type of sewers can 
be financed, or the city must take over the 
task by merger or annexation.

natory charges against candidates. 
He pointed out that under the bill 
the filing fee of a candidate for 
Circuit Judge in St. Louis could be 
set at $480, while the fee of a Cir- 
cuit Judge candidate in a district 
embracing more than one county 
would be $25, which is the uniform 
filing fee for Circuit Judge candi- 
dates under the present law. 
Third Measure Vetoed. 

The Governor vetoed a Dill, 
sponsored by the State Board of 
Health, which would have increased 
the fees of local registrars in each 
county for registration of births 
and deaths, from 25 cents to 60 
cents for each certificate, and 
would have required the State to 
pay the fees instead of the coun- 
ties. It was estimated the fees, as 
increased, would amount to $75,000 
for the biennial period. This would 
have been a new item of expense 
for the State. 
Gov. Caulfield. said he disap- 
proved the bill because of the 
transfer of the increased charge 
from the counties to the State. “It 
is highly probable that the revenue 
during the present biennium will 
be much less than it was during 
the 1929-1930 biennium,”’ the Gov- 
ernor stated in his veto message. 
“It is no time to take on additional 
commitments. It is difficult enough 
to take care of our present ones.” 
It has been estimated the ap- 
propriation bills passed by the Leg- 
islature for 1931-1931 are approxi- 
mately $4,000,000 greater than the 
estimated revenue that will be avail- 
abie, including the increase in the 
State income tax and the Governor 
will have to cut many of the ap- 
propriation items to avoid a deficit.

nor one pound of floor cleaner 
could be sold to or bought by the 
city without payment of graft. 
It was not until 17 months after 
the inception of the campaign, 
April 19, 1931, that the Constitu- 
tion was able to say: “The main 
btatle has been won. * * ®* At- 
lanta, at last. is freed,of the vam- 
pire of graft.”’ 
The Constitution is the third 
Southern and second Georgia news- 
paper to receive the Pulitzer prize 
for the American newspaper per- 
forming the most disinterested and 
meritorious public service in a given 
year. In 1923 the Commercial-Ap- 
peal of Memphis won the medal! 
and in 1926 the Enquirer-Sun, Co- 
lumbus, Ga., published by Julian 
Harris, a son of Joel Chandler Har- 
ris, received the prize. Harris re- 
cently was appointed director of 
news for the Constitution. 
Howell, the present editor and 
publisher, was graduated from the 
University of Georgia in 1883 and 
following upon an apprenticeship 
on the New York Times and the 
Philadelphia Press, began his serv- 
ice with his father’s paper on the 
telegraph desk in 1884. He was 
closely associated with Joel Can- 
dler Harris and Henry W. Grady, 
Southern publicist and orator. 
He succeeded the lattetr as man- 
aging editor upon Grady’s death in 
1889 and in 1897 he succeeded his 
father as éditor and publisher. He 
has been a director of the Associ- 
ated Press since 1900. Maj. Clark 
Howell Jr., a vetergn of the World 
War and son of the publisher. is 
business manager of the Constitu- 
tion. 

Ryckman, 32 Years Old, Took Cor- 
respondence Course in Journalism 
By the Associated Press. 

FREMONT, Neb., May 5.— 
S. Ryckman, 32-year-old editor of 
the Fremont Tribune, who won the 
Pulitzer award for the best edi- 
torial of the year, gained his pre- 
liminary training in journalism 
through a correspondence course of 
the Univérsity of California. He 
found time to study while serving 
in the navy during the World War. 
Ryckman quit high school as a 
senior to join the navy. After his 
discharge in 1919, he returned to 
his home town, Fort Collins, Colo., 
where he became a reporter for the 
Express-Courier.

[s is commonly believed that 


Newton found inspiration for his 
theory of gravitation when an ap- 
ple fell upon his head. 


Histgrically, of course, this be- 
lief is without foundation and yet 
it expresses in a fancy the element 
of accident that so frequently en- 
ters into scientific discoveries. 


A dramatic accident which oc- 
curred more than a century ago 
made possible the first truly impor- 
tant contribution to the study of 
the digestive processes taking place 
in the stomach. This contribution 
was made by an American physi- 
cian, named William Beaumont, 


On June 6, 1822, in the local 
country store of the village of 
Mackinac, one of the trading cen- 
ters of the American Fur Co. a gun 
was accidentally discharged and 
seriously wounded a young French 
Canadian by the name of Alexis 
St. Martin. 


Dr. Beaumont, an army physi- 
cian gtationed at the local army 
post, was called in to attend the 
wounded man. St. Martin had re- 
ceived the full discharge of the 
shotgun in the left upper portion 
of his abdomen and the wound was 
large enough to admit a man’s fist. 


At first’ it was thought that the 


wounded man could not live for 
more than 36 hours. 
As a matter of fact, however, 


under the competent treatment of 
Dr. Beaumont, and largely thanks 
to his own robust constitution, the 
young Canadian not only survived 
| but lived to a ripe old age. — 


As St. Martin recovered it was 
found that he had a permanent 
opening through the body wall 
|leading into the stomach. 
| Dr. Beaumont made many at- 
| tempts to close this wound, but his 
‘efforts did not avail. 

It then occurred to Dr. Beaumont 
|that he might profit, by this rare 
‘condition to look into this man's
